WANTED: MILLION HOMES 
The gravity ef the housing prob lem in America 
can b e simply illustrated b y a comparison of the 
numb er of families provided with new residential 
units in recent years. 
In 1922, some 370,000 families secured new 
homes. 
In 1925, when the all-time high was 
reached, close to 500,000 home structures were 
b uilt. The ten-year average from 1931-30 was 
361,000 units each year. In 1933, new home con­ 
struction dropped to less than 30,000. 
Making the prob lem still more severe is the 
fact that during depression depreciation and 
ob solescence of existing homes were more than 
normally great. 
Thousands of houses literally 
went to pieces, due to lack of upkeep. 
The result is that a heavy percentage of our 
people live in sub -standard dwellings. Doub ling 
up, with several families occupying one home, is 
commonplace. It was recently estimated that 4,- 
000,000 families lived in this manner. And pop­ 
ulation shifts have gone on, depression or no de­ 
pression, creating tremendous home shortages in 


' various localities. 
Better times are the herald of stimulated con­ 
struction. A jump in b uilding is coming as cer­ 
tainly as the tides, and it is going to advance 
b uilding costs — b oth for materials and for 
skilled lab or. 
The wise property owner, with 
money to spend, is b eginning to realize that this 
is really the time to b uild aifd repair, while b ar­ 
gain prices still exist. 


THE SENSIBLE DRIVER 
There is really no great advantage in speeding 
along a rural highway, and the motorist who 
keeps up a sensib le, steady pace generally is the 
one who arrives a t his destination on time and 
safely. 
It is the steady pace, at a safe speed, 
that will make the highways of our country de­ 
pendab le at all times. 
The steady driver is the “plodder.” 
He has 
gained in the knowledge that he’s driving safely. 
He has gained economically b y conserving gaso­ 
line and putting no undue strain on his car. For 
it is well known that mileage goes up under a 
steady speed of moderate rate and that the motor 
car lasts longer when no strenuous demands are 
made of it. 
Furthermore, the steady driver has gained 
morally in maintaining the good will of his fel- 
low-rtiotorists and in not b eing sworn or cursed 
at. 
The greatest good goes to the motoring and 
walking pub lic, for steady driving is safe driv­ 
ing whereb y lives and property aren’t endangered. 
The same principles pertain to driving within 
city limits. Too much speed is the cause of nine­ 
ty per cent Of the accidents. The sane, sensib le 
driver is hardly ever involved unless the fault 
lies with the other party. 
There should b e little regret if a sudden spurt 
of speed in a city street were disastrous to the 
driver responsib le for it. But it usually is the in ­ 
nocent pedestrian or nearb y motorist who gets 
its ill effects. 
The speed demon is an economic waste to him ­ 
self and the pub lic.

Fairb anks, 
Alaska 
(¿P)—The 
shaggy musk-ox, hardy denizen 
of Arctic snows, is re-estab lished 
in Alaska after a lapse of 100 
years. 
Birth of two young musk-ox 
calves in a herd b rought to Alas­ 
ka in 1930 indicates the experi­ 
m ent of transplanting the ani­ 
mals from Greenland was a suc­ 
cess, the Biological Survey re­ 
ports. It was at first uncertain 
whether the herd would survive. 
Musk-oxen disappeared from 
Alaska ab out a century ago, ac­ 
cording to natives, b ut nob ody 
knows why. In 1927 the territor­ 
ial legislature 
asked 
congress 


for money to re-estab lish the 
animals there. 
Congress acceded to the re­ 
quest and in 1930 a herd of 34 
young musk-oxen were shipped 
half way around the world from 
Greenland.

FARM EXPERTS STILL 
WORRY OVER CROPS

Washington, May 14 (/P)—Fore­ 
casts of light showers over the 
drought-crippled 
farm 
b e l t 
failed today to 
remove official 
apprehension. Some adm inistra­ 
tion officers privately expressed 
fear of an expanded destruction 
of crops. 
Farm administration and relief 
officials inclined to regard 
the 
situation as the most severe in 
the recent history of the nation. 
They declined to make even a 
rough estimate of crop damage. 
Instead they concentrated on 
providing relief for farm fami­ 
lies and livestock. Through the 
Red Cross and state and county 
relief organizations, the federal 
relief administration planned to 
alleviate suffering caused b y the 
heat, drought anckdust. 
Farm administration 
leaders 
put their heads together to hear 
reports from George E. 
Farrell 
and D. A. G. Black, chiefs of the 
wheat and 
corn-hog 
sections, 
who rturned from survey trips 
through the area. 
From these reports and addi­ 
tional information furnished to 
Secretary Wallace b y the w eath­ 
er b ureau and field representa­ 
tives of the departm ent of agri­ 
culture they will decide what ac­ 
tion is necessary on their part to 
provide relief. 
It was held likely that 
they 
might designate additional coun- | 
ties as drought-stricken and al­ 
low farmers to ab andon wheat 
planting plans entirely on land 
holding little promise of grow­ 
ing a crop. The 
farmers

would receive b enefit payments.

BILL STMS 01 
SWIFT PXSSICE

Washington, May 15 
(JP)—The 
communications bill, designed to 
put the mammoth wire and wire­ 
less systems under unified fed­ 
eral regulation, began a swift 
journey through the senate to­ 
day. Passage within a day or two 
was forecast. 
Chairan Dill (D-Wash) of the 
interstate commerce committee, 
in introducing the bill, unfolded 
a formal report on it declaring, 
among other things, that regu­ 
lation of the “telephone mon­ 
opoly” 
has 
been 
-practically 
nil.” 
A bi-partisan fiv e-man board, 
named by the president a t salar­ 
ies of $10,000 would regulate the 
communications systems, tak ing 
ov er existing powers of the fed­ 
eral rk dio commission ov er radio 
and the 
interstate commerce 
commission ov er telephone and 
telegraph. 
The commission would be di­ 
v ided into two div isions, one to 
control radio and the other to 
superv ise telegraph and 
tele­ 
phone companies. 
-One reason for this statutory 
div ision,” says 
the 
committee 
report, -is a desire to achiev e 
effectiv e regulation of the tele­ 
phone and telegraph business. . . 
-Your 
committee 
believ es 
that unless the law prov ides a 
clear div ision of powers, broad­ 
casting problems being so num ­
